A lbany , X. Y., Sept. 9.—The fi o’clock 
tram out of New York, due here at 9;50 
last nig ht, was thirty minutes late, aud as 
thus train is usually on time it looked sus­ 
picious, and the news g atherers were im­ 
mediately at work to ascertain the facts. 
Nothing could be obtained from the rail­ 
way officials, but at 11:8J a. passeng er was 
found who ha^l talked with the trainmen 
on the belated train, 
iiis story was hig h­ 
ly sensational and was to the effect th at 
at a point called Oi l Troy , near 11 un- 
burg , the train was stopped so q uickly 
that the passeng ers were thrown from 
their seats. 
There was g reat excitement, 
the people on the tram believing that 
there was another accident. 
Warned «»t an Obstruction.

paving , chang ing o f street g rade-» , etc., 
sho uld be g uarded in such a way that no 
possible chang e or impro vement will be 
more ex pensive than if no such franchise 
bad been g ranted. 
The pro tcetn u o f the citizen in ’fie use 


o f the streets requires that the tor» o f the 
street railroad sho uld be level with the 
g eneral surface o f the street, also that 
space between the rails >hould be paved 
or Macadamized and have its surface level 
with the top o f the rail. 
The shape o f 
the rail itself is such an impo rtant tiling 
in this co nnectio n that a provision sho uld 
be inserted in the franchise requiring the 
shape o f the rail fie approved by the city 
co uncil 
Fo r instance let ua suppo se that 
the street railway co m pany should adopt 
a rail o f the same shape as that used by 
the ordinary railway s o f the co untry , o nly 
o f co urse smaller; in this case there wo uld 
be a narrow, deep channel all alo ng the 
inside o f the rail in which the whet Is o f 
o rdinary vehicles wo uld catch and be 
wrenched <dT o r broken. 
There sho uld also be a pro ision for the 
future paving of our s tie e tsso that the 
street railway co mpany sho uld be required 
to pave out a certain distance from thHr 
rails th u s pay ing the ex tra ex pense caused 
by the ex istence o f their tracks.
